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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT,  1946 


The  area  of  Glendale  is  147,695  acres.  The  resident  population 
according  to  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  was  7,606,  an  increase 
of  245  on  1945. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  2,353. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  in  1946  was  £29,025  and  a 
Id.  rate  in  the  £ was  £132.1.7. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  chief  industry  in  the  area  is  agriculture  and  also  quarrying 
for  gravel.  There  is  practically  no  unemployment  at  the  present  time 
due  to  the  increased  demand  for  workers  on  the  land  and  to  more 
work  being  obtainable  in  various  Government  contracts  in  the  area. 

There  were  no  new  houses  built  in  Glendale  during  the  year, 
but  a start  was  made  on  10  Swedish  timber  houses  in  Wooler,  four 
cottages  for  agricultural  workers  at  Mardon  and  two  at  Thornington.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  FOR  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

There  is  one  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  district 
and  five  District  Medical  Officers  under  the  Public  Assistance  Com- 
mittee, who  are  also  Public  Vaccinators  in  their  respective  districts. 

There  is  one  whole-time  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  also  Inspec- 
tor under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  under  the  Housing  and 
Petroleum  Acts.  He  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  In- 
stitute. An  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  in  Septem- 
ber, 1943,  in  relation  to  meat  inspection  only. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  analysis  are  sent  to  the  County 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  under  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
specimens  for  chemical  analysis  to  the  County  Analyst. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

Wooler  now  possesses  its  own  Ambulance  which  is  run  by  the 
Council  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  The 
ambulance  is  housed  in  a local  garage  in  Wooler. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  are  no  practising  Registered  Midwives  in  the  district. 
Several  district  nurses,  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Nurs- 
ing Association,  attend  to  the  needs  of  the  population  in  their  homes. 
There  is  one  Health  Visitor  for  the  area. 

Treatment  Centre  and  Clinics 

There  is  one  Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  Wooler,  which  is  held 
once  a week  under  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Health 
Visitor. 

Hospitals:  Public  and  Voluntary 

There  is  no  Public  or  Voluntary  Hospital  in  the  district,  arrange- 
ments having  been  made  for  the  admission  of  patients  to  either  Ber- 
wick or  Alnwick  Infirmaries.  There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  in  Glen- 
dale belonging  to  the  Local  Authority  containing  two  wards  capable 
of  accommodating  10  patients  with  separate  accommodation  for 
nurses,  etc.  The  hospital  was  not  used  during  the  year,  all  infectious 
cases  being  sent  to  Berwick  Isolation  Hospital.

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  were  mild  epidemics  of  chicken  pox  and  whooping  cough 
during  the  year,  but  there  were  no  serious  complications  and  no 
fatalities.  Diphtheria  immunisation  was  carried  on  during  the  year, 
104  children  under  5 being  immunised  and  5 children  between  the 
ages  of  5 and  15.  261  children  under  15  were  given  a reinforcing 
dose  under  the  new  county  scheme.  It  was  estimated  that,  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  81.5%  of  the  children  under  15  had  been  immunised.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1946. 

SCAVENGING 

We  had  another  difficult  year  with  the  scavenging  of  the  district, 
but  as  a new  refuse  collection  vehicle  has  been  ordered,  it  is  hoped 
to  overcome  these  difficulties  in  the  future. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS 

Our  dairies  and]  cowsheds  have  been  well  attended  to  during 
the  year  and  the  general  improvement  has  been  maintained. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  AND  DISINFECTIONS 

For  the  third  year  our  Isolation  Hospital  was  not  used  and  our 
disinfections  for  infectious  diseases  is  still  going  down.  Ten  rooms 
and  sets  of  bedding,  etc.,  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  DRAINAGE 

Some  of  our  water  supplies  were  just  sufficient  during  the  year. 
Some  exploring  and  improvements  were  carried  out  at  Wooler  and 
an  engineer  was  engaged  to  prepare  a scheme  for  further  improve- 
ments. Our  schemes  for  Wark  Village  have  not  yet  got  final  approval. 

Thirteen  samples  of  water  were  sent  away  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  satisfactory  results  were  obtained.  No  samples  were 
sent  for  chemical  analysis. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamina- 
tion.
